HOG TAX. 

The law requires that a diligent in- 
quiry be made from property owners 
or occupants of any property as to the 
number of dogs owned, harbored or 
kept by such persons, who shall pay 
a tax on such dogs, the fee being 
fixed by the County Commissioners 
as follows: 30a ch male dog, 50 cents; 
each female dog, $2. Every person 
keeping a dog about his house or al- 
lowing such dogs to stay about the 
same shall be deemed as the owner 
of such dog and be liable for the 
license of such dog. When the as- 
sessment is made the owner must pay 
the tax, and in return receive a tag 
which must be worn on the collar of 
the dog. Otherwise, when the author- 
ities send around in the spring any 
dog not wearing the tag shall be taken 
up. Tax on dogs must be paid at the 
time inquiry is made.

To the Eidtor of Our Town: 

In our Narberth officials, Council- 
men and others, had either horses or 
children that were compelled to use 
Narberth avenue, over the railroad 
bridge, on a foggy, or any other kind 
of a day, in fact, a footway would be 
arranged for at once, and Essex ave- 
nue would be cut through before an- 
other month passes by. 

In winter, on account of the ice and 
snow, it is almost impossible for man 
or beast to reach the bridge, and all 
traffic either to or from the south side 
by conveyance must use the Wynne- 
wood avenue passageway under the 
railroad. This outrage should not 
longer be tolerated. 

Men, women and children are al- 
ways subjected, even in the best of 
weather, to real danger while cross- 
ing this bridge in the roadway, on ac- 
count of there being no footway, at 
the very point where horses are most 
likely to take fright and become un- 
managable, owing to steam and 'smoke 
being forced through the cracks in 
the bridge hoards. 

It would seem to one not familiar 
with the facts that a live citizenship 
in a live borough with live officers 
would never have consented to such 
an arrangement when the bridge was 
built and to continue to have this 
bridge used without a protected foot- 
way is a crime against a large por- 
tion of our citizens.

ably will remain at 7 1-2 mills. The 
county tax is 2 mills. This makes a 
total tax rate of $1.65 on every $100 
of assessed valuation. 

The receipts of Lower Merion town- 
ship last year, with the same rate, 
aggregated $366,197.16, less $11,751.32 
cash on hand at the beginning of the 
fiscal year. The actual amount re- 
ceived from the 1915 tax duplicate was 
$17S,4S0.50. An issue of highway 
I bonds brought in $30,244.80. The 
1 sewer rents amounted to $35,437.01. 
j Three temporary loans brought in 
$70,000 more. The balance came from 
miscellaneous sources, such as sub- 
scriptions of individuals and associa- 
tions for special sewers, roads and 
light and from fines, refunds and a 
bequest. 

The township closed its fiscal year 
with $31,251.59 in the hands of the 
township treasurer. So the cost of 
operation of the township was $334,- 
945.57. This is not, however, the 
exact net figure. The township paid 
a discount of 5 per cent, amounting 
to $7597. S9, on taxes sent in before 
September 15, 1915. It had to charge 
off to profit and loss the sum of 
$1946.99 as uncollectable from the tax 
duplies te. There was carried over on 
the bebks the sum of $25,676.33 of un- 



interest and sinking fund charges. 
This amounted to $S9,71S.40. 

These items amount to $124,939.61, 
which, deducted from $334,945.57, left 
a remainder of $210,005.96, represent- 
ing the actual cost of maintaining old 
highways and constructing new ones 
and paying for the police and fire de- 
partments, sewerage department, 
Board of Health, and the playgrounds 
and the salaries of a few township 
oiii'-ers. The largest item in these 
expenditures was $98,240.33 for high- 
ways. The township spent $30,329.23 
for 1 he police department and $14,- 
176.9S for lights.
